us? Unhappy Hungarians! that yout Lie 
berties and your Religion fhould be fee pp 
at the Rate of pulling down: the Liberty 
and Religion of all Exrope—— That your 
Conteft fhould come on the Stage of tke 
Werld, at a Time when it clafhes with che 
Caufe of GOD, and when you, ‘as it were, 
puc Heaven tothe Necefiity, either-to fup- 
prefs’ you, abandon his intéreft_in the 
World, ar elfe to aét out ofthe ordinary 
Courfe of Nature, and bring Miracles 10 
pafs to reconcile the contradiftine Cir-
